Like Epsom Derby, It Has At- 
tracted Entries from America 
and Other Countries. 



Tin* nwnt statement of tin- London Sportsiuui. 
flint tlio Ciranil Nal iimal will Ik- decided next spring 
at Aintree recalls many interesting details in con- 
nection with the most famous of all steepleeliasi 
fares. Here is what \V. Allison has to say ahont 
the Grand National:

a Considerable |>criod in weather that is at the 
*>est uncertain and often inelement. It is, of eourse. 
'"jf actively participated In by so large a Is sly as 
follow the fortunes of racing under Jockey Club 
rales, but interest may Is* just as keen and genuine 
tti the one <*ast* as in the other, and it can safely 
Is* said that it culminates in conneetion witli the 
Grand National. In every respect that steeplechase 
jsthe greatest and most important in the world. 
The course over which it is decided has no equal for 
trying the eapabilities of the best of ’chasers, and 
to have won the big race at Liverpool in almost anv 
circumstances is evidence of the' possession of the 
gift of staying and jumping ability. Like the Derby, 
the winning of it is a much coveted distinction, mid 
horses have been, at various times, sent from the 
antipodes. from America and from France to com- 
pete in it— to say nothing of Ireland, which coun- 
try has played quite a distinguished part in its 
history. 

Going for its institution as far back as 1839 — 
t bough it was not until 1*43 that it became a ban 
dicn*p — the race laid a record as long as most and. 
like those of old establishments, lias experienced 
vicissitudes iu various directions. The distance was 
slightly altered at one time, without, however, de- 
tracting from its quality as a high steepleohasing 
test, and, though occasionally a horse of compara- 
tively moderate class lias been successful, its list 
of winners shows a fin** array of great cross-coun- 
try performers, many of which were the property of 
well-known staunch upholders of the sport. As in 
the question of the best thoroughbred the British 
turf lias ever produced, or as to the order of merit 
of the winners of the “triple crown.” the point 
occasionally raised as to the last winner of the 
Grand National is not susceptible of positive solu- 
tion. 

There have been extra good ones at various peri 
<*ds, ami some of them won twice but it may Is* 
taken for granted that not many have been better 
than Cloister, whose victory ill 1S93 was a most 
brilliant affair. He won by no less than forty 
lengths under 175 pounds, thereby establishing a 
record that lias not been beaten, though it was sub 
seq gently equaled by Manifesto and Jerry M. 11c 
would in all probability have won again under the 
same weight in 1N94. but caught a chill a little 
while Is-forc the ra**e ami did not see the post, 
though as little as <! to 4 — surely tin* shortest price 
••ver quoted for a "National” horse — had lieen taken 
alsmt him. Allotted 185 pounds the following year, 
he broke down badly, ls*iug again unable to run. and 
the course over which lie had won and lieen 
second to Come Away in 1891. and to Father 
o'Flynn in 189”. knew him no more, for he was 
turned out of training and eventually shot in 1903. 

WAS LAVISH PATRON OF SPORT. 

Cloister’s owner, though then racing as “Mr. C. G. 
Huff,” was. as is now well known, the late Sir C. 
Asslictoii-Smitli. a lavish patron of steeplechasing. 
who spared no exi***nso in the purchase of likely 
horses for jumping, and among others lie bought was 
jerry M. By a curious coincidence lie was destined 
to bring to his owner the Cross-Country Blue Riband 
for the second time — after lie lmd for a i**riod re- 
tired from the sport — anil, like Cloister. Jerry M. 
was also the victim of circumstances. A successful 
five-year-old career itoiuted to Aintree possibilities, 
but he was easily beaten for the Grand National of 
1910. and the following year had 170 (KNinds ill the 
handicap. To the general disappointment lie was 
struck out eleven days liefore the race and it was 
left for 1912 lo see him pass the post first. Tiiis lie 
did with 175 iHHtinls up and. though lie did not win 
by sucli a wide margin as Cloister, the performance 
was enough to stamp him as a ’chaser of the best 
class. That was his las? appearance on the race 
course, for the next year, when handicapped at 178 
pounds, lie did not accept, and the race went to his 
stable companion. Covert Coat. Jerry M. can fairly 
lx* ranked among the top-sawyers for. in addition to 
bis fin** record in this country, he had successes to 
his credit iu France. 

Manifesto, llie other horse to win the National 
with 175 (Hiunds up, was one of tilt* most popular of 
cross-country performers and stands on an even 
higher pedestal than Cloister and Jerry* M., by vir 
tin* of having scored twice. His record in connection 
with the Grand National is unique and whenever lie 
ran he never failed of public support. He seemed lo 
make the course his own and eomi*eted in the great 
steeplechase on no fewer than eight occasions— a 
performance not equaled by any other winner or 
loser of the race. On his first essay, in 1895, he 
was fourth (carrying 15*; pounds! to Wild Man 
from Borneo; fell jn 1896; won (under 157 pounds) 
iu 1897. being then nine years old; won again in 
1899 (with 175 |>niiu<ls in tl*** saddle); was third 
(weight 18J pounds i to Ambush II. in 1900; third 
170 poundsi l*> Shannon laiss in 19*12; third 1171 
pounds) to Drumcre*- in 1903. ami ninth (109 pounds) 
to Moiffaa in 1904. In the course of his racing 
servi**e. which extended over twelve years. h<* Won 
eight events and lost twenty-seven. last ran at 
Liveri*****! < in the Valentine Steeplechase) in Novem- 
ber. 19*M. ami died, when seventeen years old. the 
following year. His Mas a truly remarkable ami. it 
may l>e added, honorable career and one not excelled 
by any ’chaser. 

The only other horses to win the race twice were 
The Colonel and Tin* Lamb, of which the former was 
successful in 1809 and 1870 and The Lamb in 1808 
and 1871. The Lamb, though a somewhat small 
horse, was little and good and the pair can be 
bracketed as among the best in the gallery of 
Grand National winners, though in the matter of 
weight carrier neither approaches the 175 pounds of 
Cloister. Manifesto ami Jerry M. No inconsiderable 
pro|*ortk*n of the winners of the race have hailed 
from the Emerald Isle, and they have often been 
ridden by Irish horsemen. Among them are The 
Umb, Lilwraior, Empress. Woodbrook, Seaman, 
Come Away. Cloister. Wild Man from Borneo. Mani- 
festo. Drogheda. Ambush II., Drumcree anil Jerry 
M., and not many of them brought more joy* to the

In accordance with his usual custom. H. G. Bedwell figures as the leading trainer of the year in 
unrulier of races won by horses in his charge. More important still, lie is likewise the leader in total of 
money won. Tiiis is his answer to the query of what might Ik* expected from liiin as the trainer for the 
first t*nie of a stable of high-class horses. He is not greatly in advance of K. Spence in races won, and 
since flu* latter is racing his horses at Havana In* may easily pass him liefore January 1. But he will 
remain the leader to the end of the year in money won. because Ills nearest competitor in that line, 
W. B. Jennings, lias. like himself, retired from racing for the year. The horse is the foundation of rac- 
ing. but the keystone is tin* trainer who develops its latent speed to the point of perfection. Many aide 
men served in that capacity tiiis year and the fruit of their painstaking care appears in their records 
here, the left-hand tabulation allowing the number of races won by tiieir horses and the right-hand one 
tlie money won:

J. E. SEAGRAM’S STABLE FOR NEXT YEAR! SOME BREEDING TECHNICALITIES 



TORONTO. Ont., December 13. — The Seagram 
stable of Waterloo lias plenty of racing material 
for next year despite its recent sales, and unless 
accidents interfere the string ttiat will be shipped 
to Woodbine Turk next spring in charge of trainer 
William Bringloe will likely be made up of twelve 
head. Quartered at the farm at present are two 
four-year-olds. Belle Malioue and Gala Dress, and 
five two-year-olds and the same number of year- 
lings. In the latter band is a hay colt from that 
good race mare Bouquet, and according to reports 
is the pride of the farm. 

Two of the five two-year-olds, which are Plate I 
eligililes for next year, were returned winners at 
the recent fall meetings in Maryland. These two 
are Hong Kong and Gallant Kitty.

hearts of tlie Irishmen than did Wild Man from 
Borneo in 1895. The shout that went up from Ain 
tree when lie passed the post first could almost 
have been beard on the other side of St. George’s 
channel, and tlie jubilation wa* tin* greater from 
•in* fact that lie was steered by a popular rider ill 
Mr. “J<*.” Widger. 

The Royal House lias been once concerned with 
victory in flic “National," and its records are 
made illustrious by that of Ambush II. in 1900. it 
will )«» remembered that our late King. Edward 
VII. (then Prince of Wales), honored with his pat- 
ronage cross-country sport as well as that on the 
flat and an attempt had been made with Magic to 
win tlie Grand National under the royal colors tlie 
previous year. But lie gave a poor show and when 
the situation was redeemed by Amhnsli II.. the 
enthusiasm <>u the course knew 110 bounds and the 
s**ene will never be forgotten by those who wit- 
nessed it. Allusion is made above to the frequency 
with which Manifesto competed for the Grand Na- 
tional. but In* is run close by Frigate, which took 
part in the race on seven occasions. The mare ran 
five times before sin* secured the judge’s verdict iu 
1889. having, as a six-year-old, been second to Vo- 
luptuary in 1884. second to Roquefort in 1885 fell 
in 1886, W as unplaced iu 1887. and in 1888 was 
second to Playfair, after meeting with bad luck 
in the contest and being carried out of the course 
through the swerving of one of the competitors 
Thus it was a case of perseverance rewarded and 
her success was the more appreciated since she was 
well hacked when she won. 

Though at one time the great race was open to 
four year-olds, a horse of that age has not run for 
it sin*-.* 1881, when Terrier was in the field, 
in*>st „f f|, e winners have been of considerable ma- 
turity, the oldest to win being Why Not. which was 
thirteen years old in 1894, the year of his success. 
The five-year-olds to earn brackets arc Regni 
i]S7fii. Empress (1880), and Lutteur III. (1909). 
The best of tiiis band was doubtless tlie last-named, 
which 1, a d a brilliant career in France, and won 
iu irreproachable style at Ihe first time of going 
over the course, much to tlie credit of his victory 
being due to the skillful handling of Ills jockey, Par- 
frenient, who, like his mount, was making a first 
acquaintance with the trying Aintree track. Lut- 
teur III. is tlie only French-bred horse to win the 
race, though others had made the attempt previ- 
ously, an< f as his owner. Mr. Janies Hennessy, is 
one of the most liberal patrons of cross-country 
sport in France, and he had many backers on this 
side of the channel, tin* triumph was a popular one. 
The son of St. Damien again t ried his luck in the 
nice in 1911, and was well backed with 171 pounds 
«P. but he was one of a field of twenty-six, of 
which only four finished, and he was not one of 
tlie four. Tlie race was a chapter of accidents, and 
lilenside won by twenty lengths. 



I question whether our Irish friends have as yet 
realised that their exclusive ruling bars their own 
foals from racing in Ireland except for 300 sov- 
ereigns stakes if they happen to have been horn 
in England when the dam was visiting an English 
stallion. Thus Iron Hand was. almost certainly, 
foaled in England, for his yearling brother is a living 
proof that the mare was sent, to Prince Palatine a 
second time. The late J. Murphy used to let 
his mares foal in Ireland before sending them over 
to England, with the foals five or six days old. and 
lie never lost a foal in this way : hut most breeders 
would think it too risky. There is no doubt 
that, as tin* breeder of an animal is the 
jierson who owned tlie dam at tlie time when 
she produced it. so also the country iu which 
tlie animal was bred is the one in which it 
was Iwirn. The French practice is perfectly clear 
on this iKiint. There is a wholly mistaken idea that 
“bred” and “reared” are synonymous terms. Thus 
I was asked some little time ago if Eau ile Javel 
was bred in Ireland, as there was some thought of 
running her there. I replied that sin* was reared in 
Ireland at the Straffan Station Stud, by tin* kind- 
ness of Mr. Kennedy, but that she was bred at Cuh- 
liani. i. e., fouled there, and under the Irish ruling 
would not Ik* eligible to run in that country unless 
for 300 sovereigns stakes. It must bo remembered, 
too, that the converse of the above situation will 
hold good, fur many English breeders are ill the 
habit of sending mitres to stallions in Ireland, such 
as Roi Hcrode. The Tetrarch. etc., and these mares 
are almost invariable sent over . liefore foaling. The 
foals which they produce in Ireland, when on these 
visits, art* bn-d in Ireland, and entitled to full 
privileges of racing there. I should strongly advise 
owners of yearlings to bear tiiis point in mind, 
for there must Ik* quite a good nunilier of tlie colts 
and fillies to Ik* sold at Newmarket that were really 
bred in Ireland, though owned and reared in this 
country. — W. Allison in Iamilnn Sportsman

Battle. Empress. Enfilade. Rhine Maiden ami Wist- 
ful as Eyelid did ia the [.allies’ Handicao at Bel- 
mont Park last spring is surely a thoroughbred 
of more than ordinary qualifications. And to 
further emphasize her high class. Eyelid later at 
Saratoga won the Alabama Stakes cf a mile anil a 
quarter, winning by five lengths and running the 
distauee in 2:04', £ with 117 pounds tip. i„ .,u her 
rates Eyelid showed ability to carry lu-avv weight, 
displayed a fine turn of s|K*ed and the 'brand of 
courage only possessi*d by the real stars *,f the turf. 
Her breeding and conformation suggest that she 
will make an ideal brood mare.

HAVANA, Culm, December 13. — With the strike 
settled and transportation facilities again normal, 
racing was resumed at Oriental Park today. 
Splendid weather was a factor in bringing out. a 
big attendance, which was treated to an afternoon 
of exhilarating and enjoyable sport. 

El Coronel, an Engiish-breil gelding by Marajnx — 
Merry Match, furnished a surprise in the iqieniicr 
race h.v winning at tlie good odds of 15 to 1. El 
Coronel put up a fine performance. After dis- 
placing The Six Hundred from the lead lie gamely 
held on to his slight advantage and successfully 
resisted the dosing challenge of Croix d’Or. The 
latter was going fastest of all at the end. 

Kollin Laird accounted for the second race. He 
was favorite and well hacked. Lycia offered the 
most serious opposition, but conld not overtake the 
winner in a hard fought finish. 

Maliel Trask was first in the third, with Callaway 
and Kora getting the short end of the purse. 

Perigourdine was another favorite to score, Hull - 
mail bringing her home ahead of Miss Gove and 
Leota in the fourth. 

John W. Klein was best in the fifth and heat 
Yenghee and Helen Atkin in good style. 

The stallion Froglegs. which lias not raced since 
1913. having been in the stud since then, is scheduled 
to make his reappearance on the turf tomorrow at 
Oriental Park, where lie will carry the colors of 
J. It. Respesx, who purchased him at a weeding out 
sale during tlie summer. 

A number of Kentucky horses are carded to make 
their initial start of the meeting tomorrow, and from 
now 011 it is expected that the fields will be much 
larger, as the majority of the horses here are in 
racing condition. 

During tlie holidays there will be* racing every- 
day. including Mondays. 

The remains of tlie late W. F. (Doc) Martin, who 
died here Wednesday morning as a result of au 
attack of pneumonia, contracted while looking after 
the shipment of G. W. I sift’s horses from Bowie. 
Md.. will be shipped to Lexington. Ky., tomorrow 
for internment.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

WASHINGTON, Deeemlier 13. — Indefinite exten- 
sion of the period of government control of the 
telegraph and telephone systems of the 1‘nited States 
and authorization of the Postmaster General to fix 
tlie appraised value of those systems with a view to 
their purchase is provided for" in a resolution intro- 
duced in the House this afternoon by Representative 
Moon of Tennessee, chairman of the House post- 
office committee and a democrat. It is under- 
stood that the resolution is an administration 
measure and has the indorsement of Postmaster 
General Burleson. 

BREST. December 13. — President Wilson stepped 
on French soil at^3:24 o’clock this afternoon, pre- 
ceded by Mrs. Wilson, who carried a small flag 
and a bouquet. At 4 o’clock Mr. Wilson departed 
for Paris. There was a thundering cannonade as 
the President’s launch left the George Washington 
and landed at pier No. 3. It was escorted to the 
tribune amid cheers and salvos and the notes of the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” President Wilson’s prog- 
ress from the pier to his train was amidst a 
vociferous welcome from the throngs in the streets. 

WITH THE ARMY OF OCCUPATION, December 
12. — (By courier.) — The American army of occupa- 
tion is scheduled to cross the Rhine River tomor- 
row (Friday), to patrol new German territory for 
a depth of thirty kilometers. The crossing, which 
will take several days, will be made from Bop- 
pard, Eiigers. St. Goarcliuusen and Coblenz. The 
Americans will cross on ferries and over the 
bridges. 

WASHINGTON, December 13. — Every capital 
ship of the American navy now in Europe, including 
tlie dreadnought squadrons which have been operat- 
ing with the British mHin fleet during the war, will 
return to home waters this month. Secretary Dan- 
iels announced today. They may be expected to 
reai’li New York about December 23, and a naval 
review will take place there to celebrate the home- 
coming. 

LONDON, December 13. — America may he visited 
by King Albert and Queen Elizabeth of Belgium 
next year. While no definite arrangements have 
been made, it is expected that if President Wilson 
visits Brussels, which Belgians are taking for 
granted, formal announcement will be made that the 
Belgian majesties will return the visit.

ANIMAL THAT WEARS ARMOR GELDING QUESTION IN AUSTRALIA

Of all the queer little people for whom Mother 
Nature lias found use In the great world there Is 
none more queer than hardshell the armadillo. 
Hardshell belongs to 1111 old family- 1“ fact, there 
are few who can trace their way back so far as 
can this little animal. He belongs to an order 
called the Edentata, which, in turn, is divided 
into three families— armadillos, ant eaters anil 
sloths. 

Some of these animals are toothless and others 
are nearly so. All of them live in warm climates, 
and hardshell the armadillo is the only one found in 
North America. The nine-banded^ armadillo is 
found all the way from southern Texas and Ari- 
zona, through Mexico and Central America, down 
to A'enczuela, South America. 

Slow poke the Ikix turtle, as you know, carries 
his house with him. and in time of danger can pull 
himself into it and close the doors. Hardshell tlie 
armadillo, instead of having a house into which to 
retreat, wears a suit of armor. Even tlie toil of 
his head and his tail are protected in this way. 
Underneath he lias no protection. I*J 4 “>s respect 
he is like prickly imrk.v the |>oreiipine, and, like 
prickly porky, he can roll himself up so that lie is 
wholly protected. The armor on the back of ar- 
madillo the hardshell is in bauds and ls jointed. 

Hardshell is an exceedingly timid fellow and is 
not seen abroad during tlie daytime much. He pre- 
fers the night. His legs are short, but for a short 
distance he can run fast.- He lias a funny way 
of running 011 the tips of his claws, which are long. 
He is a great digger. He can dig himself in faster 
than his enemies can dig after him. His food con- 
sists of worms, ants, snails, beetles, small lizards, 
grasshoppers and other insects. He eats some soft 
fruits and vegetable matter, and is something of 
a scavenger. He is harmless to man; but man 
is not altogether harmless to him. for the natives 
consider him fine eating. They roast him i n his 
shell. The shell is ornamental and is often used 
for making fancy baskets. — The People’s Home 
Journal. ., , 



Gloaming is only the second gelding winner of the 
Australian Jockey Club Derby, the previous one 
being Bob Ray in 1S95. Many racing men are op- 
IMised to geldings running in such races, but in 
my opinion it is better that they should twice win 
a race such as the Australian Jockev Club Derby 
in fifty- four years than adopt a course which must 
necessarily tend to 11 great increase in the number 
of undesirable stallions. Tlmt is bound to be the 
result of barring geldings from Derbys. as 110 owner 
will have any colt nnsexed while there is a remote 
possibility of winning a 5.000-pound stake. — Sydney 
Referee. 



WINNING S IRES IN ARGENTINA 

Tlie leading winning stallion in the Argentine 
to the beginning of June, this year, was Saint Wolf 
(soil of St. Prusqiiin), whose stock had won thirty - 
one races in tlie five mouths. Second stood the na- 
tive-bred stallion Old Alan, the sire of the champion 
Itotafogo, by Orbit, son of ltend Or — Moissonneuse, 
by Dollar, son of The Flying Dutchman, with 
twenty-six victories to his credit. Polar Star, by 
Pioneer, came third with twenty successes; Dia- 
mond Jubilee fifth with nine; Cyllene seventh. 
Bridge of Canny (dead) eighth. Your Majesty ninth 
and Craganour tenth. 



NEW SOUTH WALES BETTING REVENUE 

The government of New South Wales is going to 
get a big revenue from betting during the current 
financial year. As compared with the first four 
months of last year there is a marked increase the 
total being 33K4.845. against $167,680. Last year 
the government's return from race course speculation 
of all kinds was $997, 97;», but this year that sum 
will be greatly exceeded. From the beginning of 
July to the end of October of this year the totaliza- 
tor return was $253,165. against $91,450 in 1917. 
and betting taxes $121,680. against $77,320.— Sydney 
Referee.

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SQUIDDING AND JIGGING 

Modern Implements for the Taking of 
Fish in Salt Water. 

Method 1« Ancient, l»nt the Tool** 
of Today More 
Efficient. 



Wliilo in a gomwal s*-ns«» the above terms are 
analogous, still the practice as applied today lias a 
different meaning in its broad sense and must be 
so treated. While it is to be believed that all races 
of men in all ages have taken fish in the manner 
known as “Jiggiug.” yet we of today feel that our 
method is so improved that our fathers were but 
crude novices and their appliances things of star- 
ring inefficiency. And yet they took fish: and fish 
aplenty, if we are to believe somewhat of the lore 
which is handed down from generation to genera- 
tion. Perhaps the greater abundance of fish was n 
cause. It may be that more patience on the part 
of the angler is to be offered as a prime reason 
why such good catches are said to have been made. 
Be this as it may, it is sure that our progenitors 
knew the value of the unbaited lure when proi>erly 
manipulated. 

The squid of fifty years ago was a thing of no 
real artistic beauty and of no special detail. They 
were made mostly by the fishermen themselves and 
in the crudest of molds, each man to his fancy, 
and all of lead. As this metal corrodes rapidly it 
required continual scraping to keep them at all 
bright. Later what was known in those days as 
“Britannia ware” became a great favorite to make 
these squids as it remained bright while in use and 
was easy to cast. It was the custom of the fish 
(icddlers on tlicir rounds to inquire of all the farm- 
ers for cast-off articles made from this ware. No 
matter how battered it might be it commanded a 
good price and was eagerly taken. letter the block 
tin of commerce came into general use as it is per- 
fectly adapted to this work, and now it is the one 
article in use. 

Of the many designs which have from time to 
time l>een on the market cerlain ones have been 
gradually eliminated until hut two styles are to be 
found, while made in numerous sizes. 

DIAMOND SQUID MOST EFFICIENT. 

What is known as the “diamond” pattern is the 
one in universal use: for jigging and deep sea 

trolling it works i>erfectly and it is to be doubted 
if^ its model can be imx>roved upon. It tapers 
slightly from the center* to either end, in one of 
which a stout swivel is cast, the other containing 
the single hook all harmoniously worked out so 
that the size of the squid will balance with the 
hook. The fisherman can procure at the tackle 
stores any size which may suit his fancy for the 
game he is in quest of. The other pattern is what 
is known as the “Belniar” and is totally differ- 
ent. from the former, lieing cast perfectly flat on 
the top with well defined keel and nearly always 
with two hooks set in one end, at the other a free 
working swivel. 

The hooks are set at an angle so that the points 
will range with the respective sides of the squid 
and are deadly to any fish which may strike. Borne 
makers are urging the sale of the loose-hook squid, 
that is. one oast with an eye in the end to which 
hooks so arranged that they will swing freely 
are attached. The claim for this is that once on 
the swinging lusik the fish has no leverage with 
the squid pro|ier to disengage itself. The advantage 
claimed by the adherents of this type of squid when 
ismsidered from all angles is of doubtful accept- 
ance aud the disadvantages to lie met with are so 
pronounced that the old favorite with stationary 
lus*ks will doubtless hold sway over its competitor. 
It was a happy thought which came to the man who 
designed the keel to a squid: as the h<s>ks are al- 
ways set with jKjints covering the flat side, the 
keel consequently is down and the hooks are al- 
ways up no matter how rapidly the squid may be 
run. They are thus ready at all times to fasten 
in the upi>er jaw of the fish, which is the desired 
manner of hooking. The advantage of two hooks 
is that when once they are set it becomes almost 
impossible for the fish to disengage itself from the 
hook; for if one is released, the other at once 
sets, so that only the tearing away of a i»ortion 
of the jaw will set the captive free. This type 
is universally used in surf casting and is to be 
found iu the kit of every one who is alive to the 
possibilities of its use. when bluefish break in or 
the bass are in pursuit of the mullet in the autumn 
months. The proper weight is about three ounces, 
made from block tin and set with double hand- 
forged hooks. 

TOOLS NEED CAREFUL HANDLING. 

As the squid has a tendency when reeled in 
rapidly to rise to the top of the water, being in a 
straight line with the tip of the rod, it is well to 
bend the same slightly in the center. This can be 
done with the hand, and caution must be taken that 
it be bent just enough to cause the nose to dip 
when lieing run; thus remaining under the water 
slightly, and not at the surface as is the tendency. 
If the betid is too great, the tendency of the squid 
is to "flutter.” which will not do. A look at one 
which is in good hands will give the novice a better 
idea of the proper bend than can well be given on 
pa|x*r. 

The sport of taking game fish on this character 
of tackle is of high order; while the work is stren- 
uous. still the delights are sufficient to eclipse all 
fatigue. Ordinarily when in use for bluefish, which 
are usually to lie seen breaking at the surface, the 
smiid is cast in their midst — whether they Is- on 
flats or in the deeper wn tor — and rapidly retrieve 
by the reel, then cast again, and the process re- 
peated until the strike is secured. It is an inspiring 
sight to witness men of experience when at this 
pastime; excitement is at fever beat and each 
man takes iiis position knowing that he as well as 
bis neighbor knows the game, aud there will lie 
no casting across lines or other blunder whieh so 
ntars the endeavors of the novice. The tackle is 
the same as is used for bass fishing, and as there 
is no bait to Is- carried through the air by the sinker 
the east is iu consequence longer and. ordinarily, 
more accurate. As the squid offers but little re- 
sistance ill passing out — out it goes, a long line 
of glint in the sunshine, so rapidlv does it pass 
through the air until it lands at the desired spot, the 
re*l fairly flashing fire in unison with the whole 
lierformaaee. 

At the instant of the impaet of the squid with 
the water the reel is checked by the thumb of the 
caster aud the mechanism thrown in gear ready for 
the retrieving of the line. When this begins the 
squid at once comes to the surface, or nearly so; 
and as the bluefish is at all times a surface swim- 
mer. the strike is sure to lie accompanied by a 
splash easily seen from the lieacli. which adds to the 
pi asnre of the scene. If the hook sets, the battle is 
grapd. as the fish, having no heavy imiiediment 
to drag through the water, is perfectly free in his 
actions, and every quiver and plunge is impulsed 
to the rod tip. As it sometimes liappeus several are 
impaled at the same time on different rods. The 
springing into the air aud the consequent splash 
as the fish returns to its native element, together 
with the excitement shown on the faces of the fish- 
ermen, as well as their haste to have the fish on 
shore and get back again into the water before 
the school of fish may have left, all go to make 
a never forgotten picture of animation. 

In usiug the squid for striped bass the system 
is much the same, although tiie flats are worked 
over. As it is rare that fish are seen at the sur- 
face except when striking through a school of 
mullet, the fisherman must work more in the dark 
as to whore the quarry is. Instead of running 
the squid steadily iu it should lx- moved sharply for 
a distance of. say. fifteen or twenty feet, then 
stopped and allowed to settle to the liottoin. then 
started again sharply, and the process repeated 
until a strike is secured or no success marks the 
end of the run. I have taken beautiful fish in this 
maimer. As the bass is a bottom feeding fish as a 
rule, the settling of the squid to the bottom and 
the quick starting from there toward the surface 
presents an attractive lure to His Striped Majesty. 
If a bluefish or bass takes the lure when it is being 
run rapidly in. the shook to tin- rod is something 
intense and will invariably stop the reel; in the 
ease of an amateur this will almost always take the 
reel handle from the grasp of the fisherman, and 
a reverse action of the reel usually gives a t*>r- 
plexing tangle of line which is known as “wriukle- 
liawk” in fishing parlance. 

MANY KINDS TAKEN WITH LURE. 

Jigging for fish, as I have said at the beginning 
of this article, lias been in practice from time imme- 
morial in one form or another. It is, however, 
the modern way that is of interest as well as the 
species to which it applies. It is well known that 
a moving lure always attracts fish, as esentially 
at the bottom of the ocean as at the surface, anil 
some of the most remarkable eatches of our im- 
poriant fishes lias been made with this system. It 
may seem strange to the layman to be’ told that 
almost every variety of fisli can be taken in this 
manner, which consists of loweriug the “ditfhioud” 
squid close to the bottom of the ocean, then con- 
stantly moving it up and down iu a series ’of rapid 
jerks. If fish are on the feed they are sure to be 



attracted by the moving metal and will lx* easy 
prey. I personally have taken the following spoeies 
in this manner and can say it is great sqxwt, as it 
is usually conducted where the water is from sixty 
feet to over nos hundred feet in depth: Bluefish, 

bonito, weakfish, codfish, hake, whiting, haddock, 
plaice and soup or porgy. as well as the roving 
sharks, which will invariably break in when the fish 
an- feeding well, attracted by the scent of the 
bait, as well as the sight of the moving fish. Many 
times when the fisli were well to the surface after a 
bard and long battle have these monsters gathered 
in my quarry, sometimes taking taekle and all; at 
other times cutting the fish off at the shoulder, 
clean, as though done by a butcher’s cleaver, leav- 
ing nothing but the bead attached to the hook. 

This sjxirt is at its best during the months of 
September aud October, and the morning is the best 
time ordinarily. A good motor boat is needed, and 
Hint all-esential. a competent surfmau, must be in 
charge. Just as the first rays of the coming day 
are in the east, away we go over the bar to the 
grounds which we have tried out so many times, and 
like all matters relating to the sport have developed 
uncertainty as to results. As the whirring engine 
drives the lxiat through the quiet waters, disturbed 
only by the swells rolling lazily shoreward (for it 
is at these times when general quiet is the order of 
things that the best results are to be had from this 
class of endeavor), a flock of ducks sleeping back 
of the bar springs into flight and go winging away 
into the semi-gloom, noiseless as time’s flight and 
doubtless ixrturbed at the breaking of their slum- 
ber. Farther out with a complaining cry a loon 
rises with lumbering flight and slowly takes liis 
wav to where he may not be disturbed. It is 
lighter now and we see him as he again takes to the 
water after his accustomed short flight, striking 
the water in a reversed position to his line of 
flight so that he is always headed in the direction 
from which he came. At the time of settling down 
from the flight the usual cry which lias been so 
aptly described as a maniacal laugh is let loose over 
the waters. Nature has given the bird its jieeul- 
iarlties, and it does no harm with its wailing cry; 
still I never hear it that it does not fill me with 
a strange unrest.. 

Standing in the how of the boat is the sturdy 
surfmau. wlio for twenty years has taken so many 
ardent men on this sort of trip, and who, if fish 
are to lie had. never misses his share. His partner 
is at the engine giving it the attention necessary, 
while the writer’s hand is at the tiller ready to 
swing the boat to any point indicated by the hand 
of the man standing at the bow; but we notice that 
while in quest of fish his gaze is not directed along 
the line of the water but high up into the air. 

THE WAYS OF THE EXPERT. 

To the novice this would seem sheer nonsense, but 
the surfman knows that in this class of fishing our 
first signals will come from there and not from the 
water. He is watching the myriad of gulls circling 
high in the air. and well he knows that the sharp 
eye of these birds will note the first fish which are 
feeding in schools. 

We are off now perhaps five miles from the land 
before the motion is given by our pilot to sharp 
down with the rudder and run for a bunch of gulls 
which arc beginning to dip aud swirl toward the 
water, indicating that below them a school of large 
weakfish are at work on some weaker inhabitants 
of the deep. As we run under the gulls particles of 
flesh may lx> noticed at the surface, a mute testi- 
monial of the grinding process going on down below. 
It is these particles of small fish which attract, 
the gulls, and which in turn betray tlie presence of 
the larger fish. The anchor down, rods arc in hand 
— and just here it may lx- well to mention that rods 
for this work should lx- at least ten inches shorter 
than the usual surf r«xl. as it will he found to be 
much handier in all particulars; in other particulars 
tin* rig is the same as used on the beach. And now 
the diamond squid plays its part, being of straight 
lines it goes to the bottom like a plummet 
and should lx; of the size usually set with an S-0 
hook, as the fish raise and lower while feeding. 
We try different depths, eaeli making a selection of 
depth and holding to that until fish are located 
iu one or the other of the strains selected. The 
squids meanwhile are continually going up and 
down, just as much as the swing of the roil will 
Iiermit. keeping meanwhile a firm thumb pressure 
on the reel, for well we know that when the strike 
comes a loosely guarded line will be a keen regret. 
Suddenly a rod with tip well into the air goes down 
like lightning until it is buried deep into the water. 
A fish lias struck and is rocketing away for release. 
Fifty, iierhaps seventy -five feet of line are taken 
in a straight run. The weakfish rarely make long 
runs, but under the boat he goes. Now mark well 
he d<x>s not foul the line with the anchor rope or the 
prize will lx- lost. Wide circles are cut, but each 
one narrowing as the fish drowns down into weak- 
ness. until after a game display lie is gradually 
brought around to the gaff. Then all the glories of 
the captive begin to dawn on the mind, for of all 
the fisli which inhabit onr waters few if any are 
as sublimely beautiful ns the large weakfish when 
the cooling autumn water imparts to them the most 
gorgeous hues. They have to be seen, however, 
immediately after being taken from the water to get 
an idea of their beauty. We exult, yet almost pity 
the captive as we lift him over (lie side of the boat. 
There is at least ten. possibly twelve pounds of him, 
and as royal as any salmon which ever graced the 
rod of man. 

The fun goes on for perhaps two hours, with 
someone at battle all the time, when of a sudden it 
stops — not a strike to be had. A shark lias made 
its appearance and we must seek another school or 
give it up as a good day’s work.' My greatest catch 
iu three hours was thirty -five fisli. each a monster, 
ten of which weighed one hundred and six pounds 
and not an ounce wasted. Old Ocean is indeed rich 
in tiie gifts she bestows uixin man. — L. Hulett in 
Forest and Stream. 



AUSTRALIAN SERPENT EEL 



Although regarded until recently as a rare fish on 
this coast, the ser|x-nt eel. which is distinctly 
snakelike in appearance, is now so often caught in 
trawls ami on lines and hooks that its appearanee 
d«x*s not surprise ichthyologists. One a little over 
two feet long was caught in Botany Bay by a boy 
a few days ago. When landed, it fastened its sharp 
teeth into the side of the boat, and some force bad 
to he used to detach it. The body was semi-trans- 
parent and almost cylindrical, tapering to the tail. 
The head was as long as that of an oyster eel. The 
only well-develo|xxl fins were the pectorals. Where 
the dorsal, ventral and anal fins should be there 
was merely a fine black line. The under surface 
was silvery. These eels are extremely active and 
voracious. They live on sandy bottoms, catching 
elusive sand worms and other denizens of the sands. 
Their flesh is delicious eating, and when an eel 
attains a length „f f„, lr f^t. which it often does, 
it is well worth keeping for food. No poison fangs 
are found in the jaws, hut a bite from the needle- 
sharp teeth is something to be remembered. — Town 
and Country Journal (Sydney, N. S. W.). 



NORTHERN MICHIGAN DEER 

The kill of deer in tiie w«x»ds of northern Michi- 
gan this fall has lx-en about as great as it was 
last year, but last year’s record was considerably 
lower than the normal, due partially to lack of 
snow during the liuuting season in many districts, 
and also because of tiie one-deer law. which kept 
many hunters „ut of the woods. The weather this 
fall lias been ideal f or deer hunting, although the 
small fall of snow lias hardly been sufficient for 
gixxl tracking. Fewer hunters than usual went 
into the northern woods from Detroit, Saginaw and 
other lower Michigan cities this fall, aud the war 
kept a great many from tiie chase.
